Report of the Department of Public 
Works Recommends the Passing of a 
Highway Improvement Act to Take 
the Place of Statuts Labor. 


The annual report of the Department 
of Public Works for 1908 which was 
tabled at the Legistaturé on Monday 
afternoon is a most exhaustive and com- 
plete one, It deals fully with the var- 
jous sections of that branch of Govern- 
ment administration which probably 
most largely affects every part of the 
province, The report covers several hun- 
dred typewritten pages of foolscap and 
is divided into statements dealing with 
the engineering branch, architectural 
branch, coal mine branch, local improve- 
ment branch, steam boilers beanch, ac- 
countants’ branch and correspondence 
branch, 

One of the principal items of interest 
to the agricuitural districts is tho re- 
ference to statute labor, It is pointed 
out that the present system is unsatis- 
factory in the results obtained for the 
money expended and the passing of a 
Highway Tmprovement Act, outlining a 
definite policy of main roads, is fore 
shadowed. This plan would place road 
construction on a systematic basis simi- 
larly to the manner in which bridge con- 
struction is now carried out, A synopsis 
of the report is as follows; 

Roads. 

Generally speaking the system of road 
making throughout the Provinee is con- 
fined to one class, viz., the earth road 
made from the natural soil, and this is 
accounted for by pioneer conditions, now 
prevailing, mainly owing to steady and 
rapid spread of .settlement over large 
areas, The principle adopted to cope 
with these conditions is the building of 
trunk roads connecting settlements with 
nearest railway or market points by 
most direct reute, 

Dealing with the question of statute 
labor the report pointe out that the sta- 
tute work done by local improvement 
council’ is handicapped by lack of sys- 
tem and uniformity in outlining a de- 
finite policy of main roads, and this con- 
dition will always exist as long as the 
work is scattered among. districts of 
small areas, with annually elected cown- 
cillors in each and no central authority 
to direct operations. The only feasible 
method of obtaining good roads in the 
Province would seem to be one based 
on a highway improvement act such as 
is at present carried out in Ontario with 
very best results to all concerned. Wee- 
tern Provinces have the experience of 
Pastern Canada for an object lesson to 
profit by and may just as well adopt 
that system which has been successful 
in solving the most vital problem of ag- 
vieuiture on this continent, viz., a sys- 
tem of good roads connecting the pro- 
ducer with his market, and the experi- 
wnce of eastern Canada conclusively 
proves beyond any doubt that the sta- 
tute labor system has entirely failed to 
build up a highway system of propor- 
tionate value to the money collected and 
theoretically expended on the same. 

The reason for this is obvious 
simple, viz., that road 
business as entirely distinct from farm- 
ing as railway construction, and to ob- 
tain practical results regular road crews

Convenes Tariff Revisions Will Be 
Made Known. 


Washington, D. C., Feb With- 
in twenty-one days the business inter- 
ests of the United States will know to 
what extent they will have to reshape 
their affairs to meet the requirements 
of the new tariff bill, The ways and 
meanse committee of the House have 
made such progress with the new tar- 
iff that 8. lh. Payne, chairman of the 
committee, today expressed the con- 
fident belief that the bill, whieh will 
hereafter *benr his name, will be ready 
for introduction on the day that 
Speaker Cannon’s gavel falls calling 
to order the extraordinary eession of 
the Gilat congress, That will be March 
15th How 3 days, weeks oF 
months after that it will be before 
the revising of the tariff, in accord- 

aajrenVht eNffiweew iffiiiiiiliian 
ance with the Republican national 
platform. is placed in the hands of 
the president, is a problem that is 
puzzling congresamen less than 
business men who are ter to have 
the suspense at an end, and knew 
the worst or best. 

The President-elect said the other 
day that he expected to have the tar- 
iff disposed of by June Ist. Recently 
Senator Lodge, af Massachusetts, ex- 
pressed the opinion that it would be 
late in the year before the bill was 
finally passed and that the members 
would barely be eble to get home for 
a change of clothing and get back to 
the capitol in time for the regular 
session. Chairman Payne, who ought 
to know eomething about it, being 
charge of the bill, as well a sone cf 
the members of the far-famed com- 
mittee on the rules of the House, de- 
clined to express any opinion on the 
subject. 

“The Dingley bill was signed py 
President McKinley on July 24, 1897,” 
commented Mr. Payne. 

That congress met March 4th, of the 
same year, so that it required but 
four months and twenty days to get 
through with the tariff under which 
the nation is now operated, There
